SUMMARY

This Interlocal Agreement - RAVEN Fire Training, Monitoring and Suppression
Personnel and Equipment between the County of Washoe on behalf of the Washoe
County Sheriffs Office (WCSO) andNorth Lake Tahoe Fire Protection District
(NLTFPD) reimburses the Sheriffs Office for services rendered throughout the year by
the Washoe County Sheriffs Office, including use of the RAYEN aircraft and personnel.

Strategic Objective supported by this item: Safe, secure and healthy communities.

PREYIOUS ACTION
On June 28,2016, The Board of County Commissioners approved the lnterlocal
Agreement - RAVEN Fire Training, Monitoring and Suppression Personnel and
Equipment. The Board also approved this Agreement on May 28,2013; December 11,
2012; and October 12,2010.

BACKGROUI\D

Ia2007, the need for an airborne fuefighting asset dedicated to the protection of 'Washoe

County citizens and property was identified. Because the WCSO already owned an
aircraft, the FIH-IH uHuey" which was capable of fulfilling this mission, the 'Washoe

County Board of County Commissioners and Board of Fire Commissioners appropriated
the needed f,rnds to purchase a belly mounted tank. The intent and desired outcome of
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that purchase was the development of a program in which the Huey could be employed as

an initial attack asset on wildland fnes within Washoe County andNorth Lake Tahoe
Protection Distict. Since that time, RAVEN has participated in combating over 40
wildland fires. It has supported firefighting efforts for local as well as federal agencies,
ensuring the safety, well-being and quality of life for all resident of the District. The
acceptance of this Agreement continues this parfirership with our localfue disftict
ensuring they have a dedicated initial attach asset available to them for fire season.

X'ISCAL IMPACT

The funds received per this Interlocal Agreement will be used for the operation of the
RAVEN program and reimburse the SherifPs Office for the costs incurred supporting
North Lake Tahoe Fire Protection Distict. The adopted FY 17118 budget includes the
$10,000 revenue and associated expenditure authority in the RAVEN cost center-
150720.

RECOMMENDATION

It is recommended that the Board of County Commi5sioners approve the NLTFPD
Interlocal Agreement - RAVEN Fire Training, Monitoring and Suppression Personnel
and Equipment between the County of Washoe on behalf of the Washoe County SherifPs
Office and North Lake Tahoe Fire Protection District in the amount of [$10,000], for the
period of July 1,2017 through June 30, 2018, for the provision, when requested of a
helicopter or other aircraft and personnel and approve reimbursement for services
rendered throughout the year by the Washoe County SherifPs Office to be paid in
accordance with the Interlocal Agreement to the Washoe County Sheriffs Office
Regional Aviation Unit (RAVEN).

NLTFPD INTERLOCAL AGREEMENT - RAVEN FIRE TRAII\ING.
MOII'ITORING AND SUPPRESSION PERSOIINEL AIID EQUIPMENT

THIS INTERLOCAL AGREEMENT, heteinafter referred to as "Agreement", is made
and entered by and between the County of lVashoe, a political subdivision of the State of Nevada,
on behalf of the Washoe County Sheriffs Office, 97L Palr Boulevard, Reno, NV 89512, hereinafter
the 'qWCSO" and the North Lake Tahoe Fire Ptotection District, 866 Oriole \Vay, Incline Village,
NV 89451, heteinafter the 'NLTFPD." The parties to this agreement also may be refered to as

"participating agency'' or " pattc$ating agencies."

WHEREAS, each of the parties are public agencies and political subdivisions of the State of
Nevada; and

WHEREAS, NRS 277 .180(1) provides that any one or more public agencies may conftact
with any one or more other public agencies to perform any goverflmental seryice, activity or
undertaking which any of the contracting agencies is authorized by law to perform; and

WHEREAS, the !fCSO owns and operates an HH1-H helicopter on which a water tank for
fue suppression can be affixed, as well as two OH-58 helicopters which urcraft are suitable for use

fot aenal observation puqposes; and

WHEREAS, the NLTFPD is responsible for wildland fue monitoring and suppression
'til/ithin its tespective ate s of unincolpotated Washoe County; and

WHEREAS,aeia) fire monitoring and suppression instituted by the NLTFPD can be done
more cost-effectively using the aerial resources of the WCSO; and

WHEREAS, the parties desire that the WCSO respond for the purposes of aend.wildland
fire monitoring and suppression for NLTEPD, which response shall include such mutual training
exercises as the parties to this Agteement shall agee are necessary to provide the level of serv"ice and
margin of safety apptopriate for such puqposes; and

WHEREAS, NLTFPD's respective lands all pose fire daagers at times and, therefore,
NLTFPD agrees to participate in portions of the administration and costs of the duties and
obligations to the WCSO as set forth in this Agteemen!

NOW THEREFORE, based on the foregoing premises and the following covenants, tenns
and conditions, the parties hereto do hereby agree as follows:

1. TERM: This Agreement shall cornmence upon acceptance by all parties and shall
terminate on June 30, 201,8.

2. TERMINATION: Any pafiy m y terrninate this Agreement without cause, solely as to
its duty and obJigation hereunder, upon 90 days written notice to all other parties. Any party may
terminate this Agreement for cause, solely as to its duty and obligation hereunder, after 30 days

written notice to the defaulting prrry(i.$ only if the defaulting parry(ie$ fail to cure the default
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within those 30 days. The notice shall specify the cause alleged as the basis for said termination. In
the event 

^fly 
p^rty terrninates this Agreement for cause, the Agreement shall remain in force and

effect with other parties who have not taken action to terminate.

3. AGREEMENT AS TO PERSONNELAND EQUIPMENT
AND OPERATING PROTOCOLS AND PROCEDURES:

A. Airnafi andEquipment

1. The \[/CSO shall provide, when requested, NLTFPD a helicopter, and possibly
other aircraft, if made available by WCSO, (hereinafter collectively referred to as

"helicopter") for the use of NLTFPD for monitoring and fue suppression purposes
during fite season. For purposes, of this Agteement, "fite season" shall be defined as

commencing as of April 1 and ending as of October 31 during the applicable
calendar year. Except as specifically otherwise provided in this Agreement, the duties
and obligations of NLTEPD and \X/CSO in regard to said Arcraft and Equipment
only apply during the fire season as so defined. WCSO as owner of helicopter and
shall maintain the heJicopter to applicable standards applicable to the allowed uses

established by this Agreement, including standatds teferenced herein, and assure its
availability to NLTFPD during the Fire Season.

2. The helicopter provided shall be configured as follows:
a. A Type 2 helicopter, which urcraft shall be configured to meet ICS 420-1

minimum standards for a Type 2 helicopter, induding but not limited to:
. 10 sears, including pilot;
. 2,500 pound card weight capacity; ard
. 300 gallons of watet capacity.

3. The helicoptet and any other axcnftprovided pursuant to this Agreement shall

be equipped, maintained and operated under all applicable Federal Aviation Agency
(FAA) regulations.

4. The helicopter provided pursuant to this Agreement shall be operated,
maintained and secued within the guidelines of the Federal Excess Personal
Property trEPP) Progrrm and its sponsors, the United States Forest Service,

hereinaftet referred to as the "USFS' and the Bureau of Land Management,
heteinafter referred to as the 'BLM."

5. The WCSO shall provide pilots for any helicopter and all other asrctaft provided
pursuant to the terms of this Agreement and shall be responsibly to assure that such

pilots have proper taining and adequate superrision to accomplish the allowed uses

established by this Agreement.

6. All pilots provided by the WCSO shall have cuffent commercial licenses. For
fuefighting missions that involve federal lands, the pilots shall also have cufferit
permits and approvals (carding) from USFS and BLM for firefighting missions.
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7. The WCSO shall notify NLTFPD of the schedule for inspections of any of the
helicopter, including other aircraft made avaiTable, as provided by the WCSO to
NLTFPD during the term of this Agreement and allow NLTFPD representatives to
attend the card review ptocedures. This inspection is for informational purposes and
does not impose any forrn of duty or Iiability on NLTFPD to ascertain fitness for
purpose or to confi.rm adequate maintenance has been performed.

8. The WCSO shall also supply, if requested by NLTFPD, and for additional cost,
necessary supporting equipment for the helicopter, including but not limited to, an

approved fuel-servicing vehide sufficient to sustain etght (8) hours of helicopter
flight under fuefuhting conditions. The fuel-servicingvehicle shall be inspected by
NLTFPD and WCSO shall complywith all fue, vehicle and other applicable codes

related thereto. This inspection is for informational pulposes and does not impose
any form of duty or liabiJity on Fire Districts to ascettain fi.tness for puqpose or to
confirm adequate maintenance has been perforned.

9. Any helicoptet supplied pursuant to this Agreement shall be operated in
accordance with the "Interagency Helicopter Operations Guide" (IHOG).
B. Operations

1,. The helicopters subject to this Agreement will be based at the Reno-Stead
Airport. NLTFPD may,ztits, option designate alternate bases for temporary
operation. NLTFPD shall be tesponsible for the cost of flight time to and ftom the
alternate base so designated.

2. NLTFPD may have interagency and cooperative-agreements with othet local,
state and federal agencies arid may dispatch the helicopter to supply automatic and
mutual aid pursuant to contracts with those agencies. The WCSO consents to the
use by NLTFPD of the WCSO personnel and equipment designated in this
Agreement pursuant to those agreements for wildland fue monitoring and
suppression activities v/ithin the County of Washoe. Operations for such pu{poses
outside of Washoe County may not be undertaken without the prior approval by the
\VCSO Chief Deputy of Operations - or a higher member of the !7CSO Command
Staff - which approval or denial shall be at the sole discretion of the WCSO. In any

event such operations shall not exceed twenty (20) nautical miles beyond the lTashoe
County boundary lines.

3. In the event that a WCSO helicopter is not available for a response to a
NLTFPD request for a fire monitoring or suppression mission due to being utilized
by a another ageflcy fot fire monitoring or suppression, it will be the responsibility of
NLTFPD and the Incident Commander of the fue in which the helicopter is already
working, to determine which fire should receive priority for ak support.

4. Further operational and related details concerning the parties'performance under
this Agreement in regard to said Aircraft and Equipment are set forth in the parties'
Annual Aviation Fire Suppression Program Operational Plan ("Operating Plan')

executed contemporaneously herewith. The terms and conditions of this Agreement
shall govern and resolve any conflicts between the Operating Plan and this
Agreement.

C. Auailabili4t As follows:

7. During the Fire Season, and during the duration of this Agreement the helicopter
shall be available:

Immediate Response: The helicopter shall be available for immediate
response during designated "Red Flag" days. "Red Flag" days shall be

defined as those days that the National Weather Service has issued a "Red
Flag" warning for any area under NLTFPD responsibiJity. For the puqposes

of this Agreement, the phrase "immediate response" shall mean the
helicopter is in flight within fifteen (15) minutes of receipt of the contact by
the WCSO from NLTEPD requesting such equipment's dispatch.

a.

b. Standby Time: The helicopter will be available 40 hours per week. The duty
hours will be coordinated with NLTFPD to maximize coverage for the

' critical burn hours. Sunset will be taken into consideration for operational
hours as the WCSO will not be qualified to fi.ght fires at night during the
petiod of this Agreement. The "designated days" of the week will be at the
discretion of the WCSO. The response time shall be no more than thirry
(30) minutes from notification of the !7CSO by NLTFPD requesting such
dispatch. For "Red FIag" days thatfall, outside of a designated five (5) day
work weelq the WCSO shall staff the helicopter for immediate tesponse if
requested and for an additional cost as hereinafter set forth.

c. The helicopter may be made avalzble each day for recall for hours that fall
outside of the WCSO's designated work week hours. This recall status will
be available fot an additional cost. For the -puqposes of this Agteement,
"recall" shall mean the pilot is being tecalled from an off-duty status and
will respond to the hangar. The helicopter will be staffed and in flight
within one (1) hour of notification of the designated recall pilot.

d. Time Schedules: NLTFPD and the WCSO, in cooperation with the oth6r
involved fire departments and districts will meet and mutually agree on duty
houts prior to the start of the fire season.

2. The WCSO shall provide immediate notification to NLTFPD's Fire Chief of
any inability of the S7CSO to provide the designated petsonnel and equipment
pursuant to the terms and conditions of this Agreement.

3. The WCSO shall provide all necessary support for continuous,
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uninterrupted opetation of the heJicoptet whenever required pursuant to the terms
of this Agreement. This support shall include, but not be limited to, a staffed fueI
truck and other services as required.

4. . The WCSO mzy,ztits sole discretion, when so requested by NLTFPD, make
an additional helicopter (OH-58) available to NLTFPD for aeiaJ, cibservation. Such
additional arcnftis subject to the immediate direction of the WCSO. NLTFPD
may, at their discretion, request such additio nal airrcrz;ft on a call-when-needed basis
when NLTEPD's incident commandet requests additional fuefighting resources.
NLTFPD shall reimburse the WCSO for such call-when-needed aircraft in
accordance with the terms of this Agreement. A qualified helicopter manager will be
assigned to call-when-needed arcraftwhen available, but shall not delay a response.

5. When NLTFPD request the availability of an observation helicopter and it is
made avatlzble by the WCSO, NLTFPD acknowledges that such OH-58 helicopters
operated by the WCSO ate not and will not be "carded" by the USFS, or the BLM
and thetefore its costs do not qualify for reimbursement by FEMA.

6. Except as provided in Section 3 of this Agreement, in the event that other
agencies request the use of the \X/CSO'S urcraft, the use of those akcruft shall bd
governed by the terms of use established by the WCSO with those agencies.

D. Training

1,. AII pilots assigned to atcruft under this Agreement shall be trained in the
policies, ftequency plans and special safety issues of NLTFPD and Federal
fuefighting aviation assets. This knoviledge may, in the alternative, be gained by
attending NDF/USFS /BLMAviation safety meetings, pre-season inter-agency
operations meetings and other such opportunities. NLTFPD shall make such
opportunities available to the WCSO's pilots at no charge, cost or fees for such
attendance and participation.
2. The WCSO'S Aviation Unit manager or his designee and all pilots (based upon
availability) assigned to astcraft under this Agreement shali attend an approved pre-
season workshop.

3. The WCSO shall make its helicopters reasonably avdlable,at the agreed houdy
flight rate, for fuefi.ghting cootdination training of flying crews and helicopter
managefs.

E. Communications:

7. A moming report shall be ftansmitted to the on-duty Battalion Chiefs for
NLTFPD as well as the Indine, Reno Fire and Minden Dispatch centers vrithin 30
minutes of commencemeot of daily opetations.

2. This report shall include:
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Status of RAVEN 3 (HH-1H, H".y)
Response posture, immediate or stand-by

Pilot name

.Special status changes; i.e., Iocation if not Reno-Stead Airport
O ther available helicopters

Name of Helicopte r Manager

3. The helicopter manager or the pilot shall ensure the following minimum
information is obtained befote liftoff on a fire mission:

Location and name of incident (,atitude and Longitude if
available)

Cornmand radio fiequency
ICS ground contact

Call-up ftequency if different fiom command frequency

Air-to-air frequency if other utcraft are operating

4. At NLTFPD's request, the \UCSO personnel who particip ate in z response will
attend any meetings to discuss the response to the incident subject to said attendance
occurring during such personnel's regular duties days and hours.

F. Funding and Reimbursement:

7. As and for advance funding for the availability dudng a fire season of
designated WCSO equipment and personnel at times constituting the WCSO's
designated wotk week and hours, NLTFPD will provide advance fu"di"g to the
WCSO as follows:

a. The NLTFPD shall provide to the WCSO 910,000 within 30 days of
acceptance by all parties to this Agreement.

The purpose of the advance funding is to ensure the ability of NLTFPD to requesr a
WCSO helicopter for wildland fue monitoring andf or suppression pursuant to the
tirrns of this Agreement. The advance funding shall be utilired at the discretion of
the WCSO in its sole and absolute discretion.

2. Reimbursement for Flight Time: NLTFPD does not guarantee a maximum or
minimum number of flight hours that may be utilized for training and the
monitoting and suppression of wildland fues during the term of this Agreemenr,
such usage being subject to the natute and extent of such incident during the term of
this Ageement. When rhe urcruft of the !7CSO covered by this Agteement are
operating at the request of NLTEPD, NLTFPD is solely responsible to reimburse
the WCSO as follows:
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. $1400.00 per flight hour for the HH-1H Huey helicopter. FJight
time shall be accrued and reimbursed in tenths of an hour based upon a

battery-activated hour meter and shall include fuel.
o $525 per flight hour for the OH-58 helicopter. Flight time shall
be accrued and reimbursed in tenths of an hour based upon a battery-
activated hour meter and shall include fuel.

3. Personnel Sutchatges: Anytime a WCSO pilot is operating on behalf of
NLTFPD, or is requested by NLTFPD to be available for animmediate response or
to be on standby, outside of the !7CSO designated workweek hours, NLTFPD
shall pay a surcharge.

a. A tequest to be available for immediate response shall generate a surcharge
of $100 per hour ($152 per hour on a holiday) to be paid to the WCSO by
NLTFPD. Holidays will be defined in accordance with the $Tashoe County
Deputies Association contract with the County.

b. When WCSO personnel operate urcruft at the request of NLTFPD, then
NLTFPD is solely tesponsible for the surcharge of $100 per hour ($152 per
hour on a holiday). Holidays will be defined in accordance with the Washoe
County Deputies Association contract with the County.

c. When NLTFPD request the WCSO to guarantee availability of a pilot at
times outside of the WCSO's designated work week hours (i.e, "immediate
availability" not desired but rather on "standby" with a pager, e.g.),

NLTFPD shall pay to the \[/CSO a surcharge of $9.25 per hour per person
($14.00 on a holiday). This sucharge is mandated in accordance with
Washoe County Deputies Association conftact with the !7CSO, specifically
1/+hour pay pff hout of "stand-by time." NLTFPD must notify the WCSO
Aviation Unit manager 8 hours priot to the desired recall period to
determine pilot availability and provide prcper prior notice and crew test to
the designated pilot When said pilot is then requested for immediate
availzbtJtty, or requested to operate utcraft, then this standby status is
terminated along with this surcharge and the surcharge rate in pzra;graph
3.F.3.b immediately above applies.

d. NLTFPD may request a pilot to respond outside of the WCSO's designated
work week hours but without designating a pilot for standby however the
WCSO will not guarantee a response in such event.

e. If a fuel truck is requested by NLTFPD to respond to a frre, NLTFPD is
solely responsible for and shall pay $37 per hour ($55 per hout on a holiday)
for the driver. NLTF"PD shall pay - in addition - $1.00 per mile ftom the
Reno-Stead Airport to and from any staging area. For any training activities
provided to NLTFPD in which the fuel truck is requested, the rates in this
patagraph apply. These rates include fueL
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f. NLTFPD shall remit to the WCSO fi:ll payment within 30 days of receipt of
the invoice, which payment shall be by a check made out to the Washoe
County Sheriffs Office, RAVEN program.

4. ADMINISTRATION: NLTFPD's Chiefs and the Washoe County Sheriff shall be
responsible for the administration of this Agreement. Each party to this Agreement represents to the
other that it has sufficient resources and/ot other agreements to perforrn the covenants, terms and
conditions set-forth heteunder. The terms of this Agteement may be modified only by written
agreement of the parties hereto.

5. EMPLOYMENT STATUS: The \X/CSO and NLTFPD individually shall, during the
entire term of this Agreement, be construed to be independent contractors and nothing in this
Agreement is intended nor shall be construed to create an employer-employee relationship between
employees of any of the parties hereto. Except as expressly provided in this Agreement, the WCSO
shall be responsible for management of and costs associated with the WCSO employees, and
NLTFPD shall be responsible for management of and the costs associated with NLTFPD's
employees.

6. ENTIRE AGREEMENT & SEVERABILITY: This Agreement contains all of
the commitrnents and agreements of the parties. Oral and written commitrnents not contained
herein shall be of no fotce or effect to alter any term of this Agreement. In the event any one or
more of the terms, sentences, patagtaphs, or provisions contained herein shall for any reason be

held invalid, illegal, or unenforceable in any respect, such invalidity illegality, or unenforceability shall
not affect any other tertrls, sentences, pangrzphs or provisions, and tlris Agteement shall be

construed as if such invalid, il.gut, ot unenforceable provision had never been contained herein.

7. NOTICE. All notices or other communications required or permitted to be given
under this Agteement shall be in writing and shall be deemed to have been duly given if delivered
personally in hand, by telephonic facsimile with simultaoeous regular mail, or maiied certified mail,
retum receipt requested, postage prepaid on the date posted, and addressed to the other partF at the
address set forth above. A copy of zry notice issued to NLTFPD shall also be mailed to RI(G
Lawyers, 936 Southwood Boulevard, Incline Village, NV 89451.

8. INSPECTION & AUDIT.

A. Books and Records. F;ach p^tty 
^grees 

to keep and maintain under genemlly
accepted accounting principles fi.rll, true and complete records, agreements, books,
and documents as are necessarry to firlly disdose to the othet party, the State or
United States Govemment, or their authorized representatives, upon audits or
reviews, sufficient information to determine compliance vdth any applicable
regulations and statutes.

B. Inspertion dv Audit. Each party agrees that the relevant books, records (written,
electronic, computer related ot otherwise), including but not limited to relevant
accounring procedures and practices of the party, financial statements and
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suppofiing documentation, and documentation related to the work product shall be
subject,

aay reasonable time, to inspection, examination, review, audit, and

copFng at 
^ny 

office or location where such records may be found, with or without
notice by the other pafty, the State Auditor, Employment Secudty, the Department
of Administration, Budget Division, the Nevada State Attorney General's Office or
its Fraud Contol Units, the State Legislative Auditor, and with regard to any federal
funding the relevant federal ageocy, the Comptroller General, the General
Accounting Office, the Office of the Inspector General, or any of their authorized
representatives.

C. Period of Rttention. All, books, records, reports, and statements relevant to this
Agreement must be retained by each parry for a minimum of three years and for five
yeats if any fedetal frrnds are used in this Ageement. The retention period runs
ftom the date of termination of this Agreement. Retention time shall be extended
when an audit is scheduled or in progtess fot a period reasonably necessary to
complete an audit ar..df or to complete any administrative and judicial Jitigation which
may ensue.

9. LIABILITY OF PARTICIPATING AGENCIES

A. To the extent limited in accordance with NRS 41.0305 to NRS 41.039, ezch
participating agency agrees to indemnifr, hold harrnless and defend the other
participating agencies, theit officers, employees and agents from and against all
liabiJity, claims, actions, damages, losses, and expenses, including but not limited to
reasonable attorneys' fees and costs, arising out of any alleged negligent or willfi:l act
or omissions of the participati.,g agency, its offi.cers, employees and agents arising
out of the performance of this Agteement. Each agency may assert all available

defenses, including but not limited to the defense of sovereign immunity as

appropriate in all cases. Each agency's obligation for actions sounding in tort is
limited in accordance with the provisions of NRS 41,.035.

B. Each participating agency shall be responsible for, and the other agencies

shall have no obligations with respect to the following:

2. Industrialinsurance
3. Participation in any gtoup insurance plans available to employees

4. Participation or contribution by either the employing agency or the
participating agencies to the Public Employees Retirement System

6. Unemployment compensation coverage provided by the particrpating agencies

C. To the extent limited in accordance with NRS 41.0305 to NRS 41.039,
participating agencies shall indemnifr and hold othet participating agencies harmless
from liability for damages, costs, penalties, liabilities, and expenses arising or incurred
because of, incident to, or otherwise with respect to any such taxes or fees. The
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employing agency's employees, agents, or representatives shall not be considered
employees, agents or representatives of other participating agencies. Each agency
will assert the defense of sovereign immunity as appropriate in all cases. Each
agency's obJigation for actions sounding in tort is limited in accordance with the
provisions of NRS 41.035.

D. To the extenr limited in accordance with NRS 41.0305 to NRS 41.039,
participating agencies shall indemnify and hold other participating agencies harmiess
for damage, or from liability for damages, resulting from the use of another agencies'
eqrriFment or vehicle while acting in official capacity in furtherance of this
agreement. This excludes liability fot damages arising from mechanical or other
defects with the equipment or vehides, for which the owning agency shall be
responsible. Each agency will assert the defense of sovereign immunity as

appropriate in all cases. Each agency's obligation for actions sounding in tort is
Iimited in accordance with the provisions of NRS 41,.035.

10. WORKERS' COMPENSATION. For the limited purpose of the exclusive
remedy set forth in NRS 61,6A.020, all parties shall be deemed to employ joindy a person who is an
employee of either party and sustains an injurT by accident or occupational disease while
participating in the matter for which assistance v/as requested. However, for the purpose of
providing insurance benefits purcuant to NRS 616A through NRS 616D and NRS 677 each party
shall provide such benefits to its own employees at its own expense. The parties waive any
indemnification provision with respect to such industrial injuries or occupational diseases.

ll. GOYERNING I-AV;JURISDICTION. This Agreement and the rights and
obligations of the parties hereto shall be governed by, and construed according to, the laws of the
State of Nev ada. The parties consent to the jurisdiction of the Second Judicial District Court of the
State of Nevada for intelpretation and enforcement of this Agreement.

12. ASSIGNMENT. Neither party shall assign, transfet or delegate any rights, obligations
or duties under this Agreement vrithout the prior written consent of the other party.
